Applicant argued that Weinberg "does not show any directory for entering and storing names of the graphcial site maps". However, as 
indicated in the previous office action, the web sites in Weinberg are represented as automation objects; and a tree or map of a web site 
stores node object names such as xunner, uparrow and Mercury Interactive Product of the site graph object or web site. Node object 
names are represented as object names of the site graph object . The tree is represented as a directory (figs. 3&8, col. 10, lines 64-66; 
col. 8, lines 25-40). 

Applicant also argued that Weinberg's web sites are not comparable to the claimed "automation objects". However, the web sites are 
created and worked on on a computer ; thus they are comparable to the "automation objects". 

For the above reason, examiner believed that Weinberg in view of Bentley teach the claimed invention. 
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
